THE BIBLE WAS MUCH USED 



Th« Shipment of Currency Ha« Begun 
Rather Vigorously. 



rhere Was No Baby Chair in ths

Washington, Aug. 27. — “The ship- 
ment of currency for moving the crops 
has begun rather vigorously,” said 
Treasurer Roberts Friday afternoon. 
“We have sent already this week to 
New Orleans against deposits in New 
York $521,000 and to Chicago against 
deposits in New York $1,500,000. In 
comparison with last year it will be 
seen that the New Orleans movement 
Is much above the same and that the 
Chicago movement much more active. 
The total payments In Chicago last 
year from January to September 1, 
against deposits in New York, were 
$1,200,000. We have already sent in 
that period this year, including this 
week’s movement, $1,800,000 and it is 
possible that more may go between 
now and the 31st of August. There 
has been a total to New Orleans since 
January 1 of $4,011,000. The amount 
last year for the period up to the 
close of August was $4,119,000.”

Has Yet to Produce a Man Who 
Will Displace Jeffries as 
the Champion. 



Four Children Drowned by the Cap- 
sizing of a Boat — Yacht Run Down 
by a Steamer and Four or 
Five People Drowned. *

San Francisco, Aug. 27. — Like the 
veriest dinateur in the prize ring. Jack 
Munroe, of Butte, Mont., went down 
and out before Champion James J. Jef- 
fries Friday night in the second round. 
The man from the mining district 
made such an extremely sorry show- 
ing that the great throng in Mechar- 
ics Pavilion roundly hooted him as he 
protested to Referee Graney agains- 
the decision that had been given in 
favor of Jeffries. 

The two giants had not been in the 
ring two minutes when it was fore- 
seen that the aspirations of Munroe 
vrould be quickly disposed of. The 
miner was scared and awkward and 
Jeffries in the first round had him 
twice on the canvass taking the count. 

Jeffries directed his bombardment 
against the stomach of his opponent 
and each shot was followed by a blow 
on the jaw that sent Munroe to his 
Icnees. Jeffries wsnt back to his cor- 
ner after the 'opening round with a 
sneer and a laugh on his swarthy face 
while Munroe’s seconds busied them- 
selves with smelling salts and restora- 
tives. When the two came together 
for the second round the laugh on the 
champion’s visage changed to a look 
of determination that boded ill to the 
miner. 

Forty-five seconds after the gong 
sounded Munroe was lying on the floor, 
a bloody, bruised mass of humanity, 
with Jeffries standing over him, ready 
if necessary to put the quietus on the 
championship ambitions of his adver- 
sary. The miner was too dazed to 
rise to his feet and the time-keepers 
counted him out, but the husky man 
from Southern California did not un- 
derstand that the victory was already 
his, nor did Munroe realize that his 
pugilistid star had so early set, and 
the two men, in a moment or two, 
facing one another and Jeffries landed 
a terrific blow on the jaw of his stag- 
gering opponent. It was this time 
that Graney came forward and ordered 
Jeffries away, telling him that the 
fight was ended in his favor. 

Munroe tottered to his corner with 
blood streaming from his face and 
fell into his chair dazed and helpless. 
His seconds immediately began work- 
ing on him to freshen him and when 
he came to a realization that the fight 
had gone against him he arose and, 
going over to Referee Graney, began 
to protest. The huge crowd under- 
stood that from his protesting gesti- 
culations, etc., the purport of his talk 
to Graney, and a mighty volume of 
jeering and hissing evidenced the sen- 
timent of the spectators, many of 
whom had placed money on the miner 
that he would stay at least double the 
number of rounds before the cham- 
pion. From the time the bell rang for 
the commencement of the battle to 
the time that the count of ‘ten had 
been uttered against Munroe, only four 
minutes and 45 seconds had elapsed. 
'The fight demonstrated, if nothing 
else, that the world has yet to pro- 
duce a ’pugilist who will displace 
James J. Jeffries as champion of the 
world. 

A great throng witnessed the con- 
test. Estimate's of the number in at- 
tendance range from 7,000 to 8,000, 
and it is believed that the gate receipts 
will approximate $35,000. 

The miner’s showing was a disap- 
pointment to those who had the confi- 
dence that he would at least repeat 
in some degree his performance in 
Butte, when Jeffries failed to put him 
out in four rounds. In the first few 
moments of the opening round he 
made some show of aggressiveness, 
but that he was thoroughly scared was 
evident from the manner in which he 
broke ground and awkwardly endeav- 
ored to guard himself when Jeffries 
advanced toward him. 

Jeffries did not extend himself at 
any time of the short contest, nor did 
he deliver a blow that required the 
full strength of his powerful arm. The 
shots that sent the miner down were 
of the short arm variety that found 
easy lodgment on the jaw of the man 
from Butte, but there must have been 
terrific impact behind them which was 
shown by the way the 200 pounds of 
flesh went down with a thud on the 
canvass. 



.Jamestown,' N. Y., Aug. 26. — Four 
persons lost their lives and several 
others were injured, two of them prob- 
ably fatally, in a tornado that swept 
through Chautauqua county on Thurs- 
day. 

Parkhurst’s grove, where the Stock- 
town picnic was being held, was di- 
rectly in the path of the storm. Five 
thousand people were on the grounds 
when a terrific wind storm swept 
through the place. 

The storm came up suddenly. Trees 
in the grove were struck by lightning, 
many of them were blown down and 
the rain fell in torrents. The people 
who took refuge under the trees at 
the first sign of the storm were caught 
by the falling branches and injured. 

Many horses were killed in the 
same manner. Some of the animals 
stampeded, trampling upon the injured 
people lying upon the ground. 

Some of the buildings in the vicini- 
ty were blown down and others were 
unroofed. Hundreds of forest and 
fruit trees were tom up and corn and 
oatfields were laid waste, entailing a 
loss of thousands of dollars. 

At the assembly grounds at Chau- 
j tauqua many trees were uprooted, and 
a portion of the fence around the 
grounds was demolished. The men’s 
club here was badly damaged. 

Cleburne, Tex., Aug. 26. — Four chil- 
dren were drowned Thursday evening 
by the capsizing of a boat in the Bra- 
zos river near Acton, Wood county. 

The dead: John Franklin, 9; Kitty 

F'ranklin, 10; Joe Franklin, 8; B. F. 
Goodman, 12. There were six boys 
and girls all told in the boat at the 
time of the disaster. In going down 
stream one of the boat’s oars struck 
a snag and the vessel immediately 
turned over. Two boys, names un- 
known, swam ashore. The bodies of 
the victims were recovered. 

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 26. — The captain 
of the steamer Ogleby hailed the cap- 
tain of the barge Marcia in the De- 
troit river shortly before midnight afnd 
reported that the Ogleby had run down 
a sail yacht containing four or five 
people off the head of Belle Isle. The 
vicinity has been carefully searched 
by launch parties and no trace of the 
craft can be found.

Board of Naval Engineers Experts 
Completed An Examination of It. 



Washington, Aug. 27. — A board of 
naval engineering experts has just 
completed a thorough examination of 
the .Turbina, one of the latest develop- 
ments in the use of the steam turbine 
as applied to vessels. The results of 
the inspection will be made known in 
detail in a report on the whole sub- 
ject of turbine power which the board 
will prepare, but meanwhile it may be 
stated that the performance of the tur- 
bine was regarded as highly satisfac- 
tory. There was a complete absence 
of vibration, a most important consid- 
eration in gun pointing and in the 
comfort of the crew. Furthermore, al- 
most no repairs are necessary to the 
engines, there being no friction except 
in a few bearings. There is no pound- 
ing and thudding of engines, nothing 
but a soft rush of steam through the 
pipes, so that noise is suppressed, an- 
other valuable consideration in naval 
combats.

Kurop Atkin Compelled to Draw 
in His Advanced Position. 



Cincinnati, Aug. 28. — Mrs. Amanda 
Harter, aged 38, and James Leonard 
Druein, aged 29, were found dead in 
their flat in The Normandie, on Race 
street, Sunday, under circumstances 
that indicate murder and suicide. With 
them lived Fannie Harter, aged 14. 
the niece and Foster daughter of the 
woman. Mrs. Harter came here orig- 
inally from Macon, Ga. Her husband 
was in business here, but left her, 
charging her with infidelity. The girl 
is held as a witness but claims to 
know nothing about the double crime. 
It,»is reported that she and her foster 
mother were jealous of each other on 
account of Druein, who came original- 
ly from Lebanon, Ky., and while em- 
ploj'ed at the post office hftre rented a 
room of Mrs. Harter. While the police 
will not state that the girl is held on 
suspicion, there is a report that she 
may be involved. The theory most 
credited is that Mrs. Harter, in a jeal- 
ous fit, gave the girl a beating, that 
Drufln interfered, strangled Mrs. Har- 
ter to death, and afterward cut her 
head into pieces with a hatchet. After 
he had cut Mrs. Harter’s body in a 
horrible manner, it is claimed that he 
wanted the girl to escape with him. 
When she refused to go he killed him- 
self by shooting. 

One theory is that he thought he 
would be caught if he remained with 
the girl, and that he did not want to 
leave her. Letters were found showing 
that he had been intimate with Mrs. 
Harter, and afterward became infatu- 
ated with the young girl. The girl 
openly mourns his loss, but has noth- 
ing to say of her foster mother. 

The girl would make no statement 
until Sunday night, when she said she 
was sleeping Saturday night with her 
foster mother when Druein carried her 
to his rooms, locked her in and killed 
Mrs. Harter, Then he unlocked his 
room and asked her to go with him. 
When she refused he begged her to 
commit suicide with him, and threat- 
ened her life, but finally bid her good- 
bye and shot himself. 

The body of Conrad Ringle w'as 
found in Finley Methodist church Sun- 
day when the janitor was opening the 
place for the morning Sunday-school. 
It developed that he remained after 
the Wednesday night prayer meeting 
and took carbolic acid with suicidal 
intent. The empty bottle was found 
by his side. 

Margaret Claybourn Story, who 
claimed to have been an actress, died 
at the city hospital Sunday from pois- 
on self-administered. She also claim- 
ed relatives of prominence at Louis- 
ville and Lexington, Ky. 

Macon, Ga., Aug. 29. — Mrs. Amanda 
Harter is the wife of F. H. Harter, of 
Macon, a well known decarator, who 
has lived in Macon three years. He 
intended to join his family this fall. 
When seen Sunday he was unable to 
account for the affair, saying his 
domestic relations had always been 
pleasant. Mrs. Harter and daughter 
had nerer visited here.

f HERE are some people who 
still assert that the United 
States obtained nothing, 
through the annexation of 
the Philippines, but d lot of ^ 
naked savages. In spite of 
the government’s display at the World’s 
Fair, which shows, in addition to the 
four wild tribes, the refined Visayans 
with their bea.utiful fabrics and 
their delicate embroideries, the loyal 
brown soldiers of Uncle Sam and 
the cultured commissioners and offi- 
cials, there are some purblind Indi- 
viduals who refuse to see that the Fili- 
pino is anything but a nuisance and 
a menace to our country. 

That he could be capable of civiliza- 
tion and uplifting seems utterly ridic- 
ulous to — ^those who have studied him? 
No. to the class who dare not visit 
the Philippine reservation at the 
World’s Fair for fear of being con-- 
vinced against their will. That a 
great many of the natives of the is- 
lands could already be cultured and 
refined would be set down as utterly 
preposterous by this class. 

The soreheads need not be bound 
and carried by violence across the fac- 
simile Bridge of Spain, through the 
Walled City to the heart of the most 
wonderful section of the entire ex- 
position. They should only be enticed 
to listen for an hour to the playing of 
the Constabulary band. No mau with 
an ounce of appreciation in his soul 
could hear that band without being 
convinced that the 81 men who com 
pose its membership are far above the 
ordinary In both intelligence and senti- 
ment. A nation or a race may be 
Judged by Its music. A natural feel- 
ing for rhythm and harmony is not 
an attribute of a chaotic^ or unbalanced 
mind. It is discard that leads the way 
to ccnseless vandalism and causeless 
rebellion. 

In behalf of the Filipino it must be 
said that he is a natural musician. 
Even the savage head-hunters, in their 
peculiar tribal dances, manifest a re- 
markable feeling for rhythm. There 
is none of the Indian’s wild noise and 
broken time, in their beating of brass 
tomtoms and their somewhat monoto- 
nous singing. They possess the mus- 
ical instinct that, with time and train- 
ing, may be developed into just what 
the members of the two Philippine 
bands already possess. 

The Scout band is an exceptionally 
good military band, such as we have 
heard before. The Constabulary band 
Is in a class by itself. It is not to be 
compared with any of the other ex- 
position bands Its concerts are held 
dally in the large bandstand in the 
Philippine plaza, and those who have 
heard one concert will gladly forsake 
the most interesting exhibit and walk 
the entire distance from the heart of 
the grounds to the reservation in or- 
der to hear another. 

The men who compose the constabu- 
lary and who have done so much to 
promote law and order in the islands 
are to be distinguished from the na- 
tives in the regular army by their uni- 
forms. The military Filipino wears 
the blue of the American soldier. The 



members of the civil police force wear 
the khaki. It is these little men in 
yellow attire who have come to the 
World’s Fair to show Americans what 
we, as a nation, have really acquired 
as an accidental result of Admiral 
Dewey’s spectacular victory. 

The members of the '•Gonstabulary 
band were all finished musicians be- 
fore Lieut. Loving, their leader, took 
them in hand. Each one was an artist 
in his own line, and all of them had 
seen service in the military bands of 
the Spanish regime. However> there 
was a tremendous task for the band- 
master. The men possessed execution 
without idea. They could read notes 
faultlessly, and could keep perfect 
time; but that is only a small part 
of concerted playing. 

Naturally quick to catch new ideas, 
they soon grasped the meaning of the 
"attack,” on which the effect of a 
band’s work so largely depends. Then 
they learned all the mysteries of shad- 
ing, from the most delicate tone to tho 
most powerful crescendo, and it is in 
this that their playing is so marvelous. 
In the tender, sympathetic passages of 
a selection tue tone is subdued to the 
most exquisite murmur, from which it 
rises, without a crash and without a 
blare, sweeping majestically upward 
and onward, until the enraptured 
listener is engulfed in a mighty bil- 
low o| sound. Nothing could be more 
inspiring than the burst of melody in 
such a climax as that w'hich occurs in 
the sextette of Lucia, and no band ever 
handled its climaxes better. 

In the most powerful tone, there Is 
not the slightest sug^stion of brassi- 
ness. It is all liquid music. This is 
due almost wholly to the inlstrumenta- 
tion, which is absolutely faultless. 
More tlian half the instruments are 
reeds, and instead of the large num- 
ber of saxophones, the instrumenta- 
tion includes four sarrusaphones and 
two sousaphones. Moreover, the clari- 
nets are not used merely for accom- 
paniment, but actually carry the sec- 
ond voice. 

The mnsic produced is not simply 
that of a brass band, but is varied for 
effect to resemble strings, human 
voices and even the pipe organ. 
Among the players there are several 
excellent violinists, and the personnel 
of the band is sometimes rearranged 
into an orchestra of ->0 men and also 
into a guitar glee club. 

The leader, Lieut. Loving, is a na- 
tive of St. Paul, and a graduate of the 
New England conservatory of music. 
To his genius and devotion much of 
the success of the Constabulary band 
is due. 

Would that every American citizen 
might listen to one of his matchless 
programmes, drink in all the harmony 
and all the splendor of the best band 
in the United States, yes, and stay to 
the close. The close is the most im- 
pressive part of the concert. No one 
could listen to the playing of "The 
Star Spangled Banner” by that band 
of Filipinos, the pavilion surrounded 
by other Filipinos, their hats over 
their hearts and their heads bowed, and 
doubt that they are loyally American. 



St. Petersburg, Aug. 23. — .-VII the 
news from Liao Yang, official or other- 
wise, shows that Gen. Kuropatkin is 
gradually drawing in his advanced po- 
sitions to the inner ring of his de- 
fenses. 

After three days of heavy fighting, 
the latter part? of wkich was impeded 
by rain, the Russians were compelled 
to disable six guns,, which it was im- 
possible to take from the high posi- 
tions, over the muddy roads, but dur- 
ing the fighting on the southern front 
they captured some Japanese guns. It 
is reported "also that they destroyed 
some Japanese mountain batteries. 

Gen. Kuropatkin has not yet dis- 
closed whether he intends to make a 
decisive fight at Liao Yang. 

General disappointment is express- 
ed by the newspaper correspondents 
at the withdrawal now In progress. 
The statement that the reserves were 
not called upon, to hold some of the 
positions which were abandoned seems 
to show that there is a strong force 
at I.iiao Yang which is not yet being 
utilized. 

A Russian correspondent, in de- 
scribing the two days’ fight of August 
25 and 26, says: 

“The fight developed not only the 
immense strength of the Japanese* ar- 
tillery. but involved several hand-to- 
hand fights and bayonet charges. 

“The first movement was made by 
Gen. Nodzu from Erdah on the morn- 
ing of August 25 with about a di- 
vision and a half. The Japanese con- 
centrated the fire of nearly six guns 
on the Lain Dian Sian position. 
Among these guns were mountain bat- 
teries and heavier cannon, the latter 
including four Howitzers. The Cos- 
sack’s checked the first attempt of 
the Japanese infantry to advance in 
the direction of Tounsinpu. Gen. 
Kuroki then joined in the attack and 
led a general assault, pressing heavily 
on the center of the left flank, while 
at the same time attempting to turn 
the extreme left. The advance began 
at 10 p. m, on August 25 the Japan-' 
ese following their usual custom of 
trying to force in the night a position 
which had proved impregnable during 
the day. The rifle fire gradually in- 
creased until midnight, when the prin- 
cipal attack was made on our left. The 
.Japanese came up in solid masses, 
throwing themselves against our po- 
sition with wild shouts of ‘Banzai.* 
Every attack was rolled back with 
tremendous loss. At one place the 
Japanese line broke and fled in panic, 
leaving the dead in heaps. We fol- 
l^ed with bayonet up to the next 
lllfe of intrenchments and then there 
was a lull until 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, when reinforcements joined the 
attackers. The Japanese again ad- 
vanced slowly and stubbornly, covered 
by a hail of artillery fire. We re- 
mained in our positions until 1 p. m., 
and then retired without even bringing 
up the reserves. We fell back from 
Anpilan Bass, Mayolin, Sisolindzy, 
Tsegow and Chilipui to the next po- 
sition, as had been arranged before- 
hand. Our losses w^ere about 1,500. 
The Japanese losses are not known, 
but they were heavy.” 

London, Aug. 29.— The Daily Mail’s 
correspondent at Kobe, in a dispatch 
dated Saturday last, says: "Following 
is the position of Port Arthur: 

"The Japanese have captured all the 
outlying fortifications but the Rus- 
sians still hold the citadel on Antse- 
han. Golden hill forts and the forts 
on Tiger’s Tail and Liaoti mountain. 
The Japanese are in possession of the 
parade grounds and barracks under 
the Antsehan fort on the outskirts.

St. lx)uis. Aug. 29. — Blinded by the 
dust thrown by the swiftly moving ma- 
chine of A. C. Webb, of Toledo, O., 
Barney Oldfield, of Cleveland, O., lost 
control of his machine in a false start 
of the fifth event of the World’s fair 
automobile speed contests Sunday and 
crashing through the outqr fence of 
the course, instantly killed .John Scott, 
a watchman employed at the park, and 
inflicted injuries upon Nathan Mont- 
gomery, a Negro, from which he died 
a few hours later. Oldfield was pain- 
fully injured aW his machine com- 
pletely demolished. 

The accident occurred after a false 
start. The flagman vainly attempted 
to signal Oldfield and Webb, who were 
leading, that the start was not allow- 
ed, but they did not see his flag and 
continued around the course at a high 
rate of speed. 

Shortly after passing the first turn 
of the mile track Webb secured the 
lead by a narrow, margin and the men 
were in a relatively same position 
when passing the three-quarter pole. 
In making the turn, Webb’s machine 
skidded and raised a blinding cloud 
of dust that completely blinded Old- 
field and half smothered him. 

Not being able to see that he had 
completed the turn, Oldfield continued 
his course and crashed through the 
fence. 

When Oldfield failed to appear after 
Webb had emerged from the dust cloud 
there was considerable excitement, 
but as It was announced that he was 
not seriously injured and shortly after- 
ward he was driven to the clubhouse 
in an automobile it was not generally 
know'n that the accident had resulted 
fatally. 

The race, after a short delay, was 
run, being won by W’ebb by a large 
margin. It was the most important 
event of the day, the prize being the 
Jx)uisiana Purchase exposition trophy 
valued at $500. 

After the races Barney Oldfield 
said: "This race Is my' last. I am 

through with the game, as fas as rac- 
ing is concerned. I may take part in 
exhibitions, but no more contests for 
me.” 

This is the second serious* accident 
that Barney ' Oldfield has figured in. 
At Grosse Pointe, Detroit, a few years 
ago,^ his car left the course, killing a 
man. '’Oldfield had three of his ribs 
broken.

News from St. Petersburg states that i 
the technical department of the minis- ■ 
try of the navy is working night and j 
day on details of the plans for the new I 
Russian navy. 

When the czar’s naval programme 
becomes known, it is declared, it will 
astonish the world, as It far surpasses 
any that has been projected since the 
days of Peter the Great. 

It has been practically settled to act 
upon the suggestions of the late Ad- 
miral Makaroff and altogether abandon 
heavy battleships of the Petropavlovsk 
type, of which three vessels in all were 
built in the government yards, with an 
average^ speed of 16 knots. ! 

Of these three .the Petropavlovsk is j 
alj-eady at the bottom of the sea, while ! 
the Poltava and the Sevastopol are re- 
ported to be crippled in the harbor of j 
Port Arthur. j 

The new battleships will be some- | 
what smaller, but will have a minimum I 
speed of 18 knots and very heavy ! 
armament, including four 12 -inch guns 
and 12 eight-inch quick-firing guns. 

Uniformity of type, which has proved 
to be of such great value to the Jap- 
anese fleet, will be maintained as far 
as possible. I
